Neighborheod Community of Past 
Disappearing and Nation’s Purest 
Source of Strong Men and Women 
Has Been Corrupted by Commercial

CHICAGO, April 1.—A farm society 
that shall be active in politics and 
represent the rural population in the 
affairs of the nation, is declared to be 
the great need in the United States, 
by Norval D. Kemp, of Dayton, O,, 
former secretary of Roosevelt's farm 
life commission, in a communication | 
to the Chicago ‘Association of Com- 
merce. 

Mr. Kemp pictures country life as a 
neighborhood community a few years 
ago, and declares it has been much 
disturbed by manufacturing progress. 

“From this community,” he says,

and upstanding.

tered in them, the quiitings and the 
husking bees and the barn raisings. 
There is no longer any such thing as 
a true rural country society founded 
on the life and work of the country, 
embodying high and constructive and 
realizable ideals.

HE NEW MAYOR. 

Los Angeles has the third Mayor within a 
month. George Alexander, who was elected by a 
plurality of 1678 vetes and an actual majority of 
less than 1300 votes, took the oath vesterday and 
began the performance of his official duties. . He 
began as The Times expected he would begin, by 
playing politics. His first two appointments of 
commissioners were very obviously made for politi- 
cal effect. George Alexander, whether in the 
Mayor's chair or holding some other political job, 
is 80 constituted that he cannot do business in any 

r Way. 

Although he was legally elected and is entitled 
to due respett as the Mayor of our city, Mr. Alex- 
ander must be oppressed by the reflection that he 
received the votes of but a little more than one-fifth 
of the voters of Los Angeles. He got about 14,000 
out of a registered vote of 65,000. After all the 
hue and cry, in the face of the fact that there was 
no candidate for whom the bulk of the opposition 
could cast their ballots, Alexander received not quite 
22 per cent. of the vote of the city. The contem- 
plation of this result must be decidedly depressing 
to the Mayor.

HE REAL ESTATE OUTLOOK. | 
We speak from knowledge in stating that the 


review of the real estate market presented in The 


Times of Thursday was read with general and 
deep interest by tens of thousands of persons in the 
city, outside of the city and all through the Great 
Southwest.

Specifications Prepared for Unique 

Buildings to Make a Model insti- 

tution at Colegrove—Advantage 

Will Be Taken of Offer of Land by 

Local Philanthropist. , 

To raise $75,000 by popular subscrip- 
tion inside thirty days to build model 
quarters at Colegrove is the purpose 
of the Los Angeles Orphans’ Homes 
The move has been under contempla- 
Mom some time. The plans for the 
buildings are nearing completion in the 
office of Parkinson & Bergstrom. 
Charies M. Stimson of Pasadena has 
given five acres of land in Colegrove 
to the institution, ‘and the specifica- 
tions have been drawn up in conforp- 
ity with the new site. 

The home is the ol of its kind 
in Los Angeles, and has hitherto been 
supported by a group of philanthropic 
people of this city. Its present move 
is the firet occasion that it has come 
before the public for funds. The 
causes of its removal from Yale and 
Alpine streets is the crowding in of 
Mexicans and Italians and the lack 
of “breathing room” for the young- 
sters. The present building has only 
small cement courts as playgrounds, 
and the building itself is now inade- 
quate to the growing work. 
In nearly every respect the new 
with the recommendations 
lidren’s Congtfess, called in 
a year ago by President 
Roosevelt. At that time it was agreed 
that the best housing for orphans was 
the cottage plan, instead of the 
gate plan, now generally in use, and 
these ideas have been incorporated in 
the proposed home. In a few respects

While the new buildings will house a 
great many more. 

‘UNIQUE ARRAWGEMENT. 
The buildings are five in number, all! 
connected by an arcade, with the ad- 
ministration butiding in the center. 
To, the right of that are the respective 
cottages for the large and smal! boys 
and on the other side those far the 
girls and the nursery. 

The administration building, in com- 
mon with the others. will be of brick 
construction, with the first story plas- 
tered. It win contain a dining-room 
seating 200 children. and the kitchen 
and pantri«. Au auditorium with a 
speaking platform is also in the same 
buliding, together with the office and 
the living-rooms for the superintend- 
ent. The former has a seating capaci- 
ty of 250. 

The nursery bullding is to be in the 
form of a hollow square, with south 
exposed patio and plazzas. The first 
story. will contain a large dormitory 
for thirty children, linen rooms, dining- 
rooms and kitchens and living and 
dressing-rooms. The second story will 
contain seven chambers for the larger

lof each child is 50 cents day. while 
the State allows but 20 t# a day for 
half-orphan, and 27% cents for a full 
orphan. When the mothers are ab'c 
% pay a small amount toward the 
maintenance of their children, they 40 
so, but it is a ed that even this 
Makes the home\ dependent upon the 
annual dues of the people behind 11. 
and voluntary contributions. 

Attention is also called to the fact 
that a chhd who has broken the lav 
and is placed in a reform schoo! is al- 
lowed $1.50 a day, while orphans are 
dependabie upon charity.
